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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of Oh in view of Williams is still 
valid with regards to claims 16, 17, 20, 22 and 25. 35 USC 103(a) sets the standard for obviousness-type rejections. The secondary 
reference need not disclose the same motivation for combining, so long as the secondary reference explains a motivation that would allow 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the primary reference in such a way disclosed by the secondary 
reference, that would allow a high likelihood of success. In this case, the secondary reference, Williams, discloses the lacking element of 
Oh, namely the third well including a diffusion region of the first conductivity type. Williams' reason for using the diffusion region does not 
need to be the same reason applicant chooses to use such a region. Also, applicant argues that Williams uses the diffusion region to 
inhibit parasitic bipolar transistors, in an effort to distinguish over the use of Oh. However, upon careful reading, one will see that Oh also 
discloses the prevalence of parasitic bipolar transistors on either side of the isolation region. Therefore, the 35 USC 103(a) rejection is 
maintained. Williams provides an independent as well as a relevant motivation for using the diffusion region within the third well region as 
is claimed in the rejected claims. 
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
